11:20 Poo, dul 19, 1962, IT negotieted a richt henc turn fron 
oo 1 et first sinhted the object st noint A ( sketch 1 ) aftor 

roleting the turn, I slowed down at once enc sew the ob*cet that 
is sitetehiin Slicteh 2, The reel ee section of tne object was oylincric:l 
vO ce. reuler in shape end enrmosed about 705 of the neicht of the 
odject. A vory feint line of domervcatsion ( A ) sovercted the top 
( B.) from the bottom. The obfect snneavod to be a very dense sasscous 
Mass but its form wes too distinct to be a ges or cloud. The edcsos 
of the object ( such as C ) were irrectular ( fuzzy ) such as the 
tungsten fi anent in © lieht bulb when it is lit, but “he object 
was not burning, The ob‘ect wes e bricht whitoesrey.
